Party Out of Reservation Violate 
State Game Law 
Deer are being killed 
by the In 
dians in the southwestern corner of 
Graham 
county in violation 
of the 
game 
laws 
The killing 
is 
done 
without 
discrimination 
as to size 
age or sex 
County Attorney Crosby was over 
in Klondyke 
the latter part of last 
week and while there he found 
con- 
siderable 


¬ 
evidence of the work of a 
party of San 
Carlos Apaches 
who 
had been in that section 
The Indians 
had 
a permit from 
their agent to go over there to gath ¬ 
er acorns 
but while they were there 
they also 
took advantage of their 
being away fin a holiday 
and kjlled 
a large number of deer 
Part qf 
thp venison they 
sold to 
Mexicans 
in whoso possession it was 
found 
by Justice 
Dunlap and 
Con 
stable Rex 
The Mexicans said they 
had bought the venison 
from the 
Indians 
and 
at 
first 
the 
officers 
doubted their story 
Upon further investigation 
they 
found the feet of deers where the 
Indians had 
hung them in a tree to 
dry and had forgotten tqem 
flipy 
ateq 
ffiund 
other sjgps fit the In ¬ 
dians being the guilty parties 
Some parties are reported to have 
seen the Indians in posspssion of re 
cently 
killed dppr skins 
Porsans 
who are familiar with the matter 
think that thoro were from twenty 
to twenty five of the animals killed 
The number of Indians who did 
the killing has not been obtained by 
the county officers 
but the matter 
has been reported to Agent Lawshe 
by the sheriffs office of the county 
The game wardens office has also 
been apprised of the matter 
so that 
it Is 
hoped the guilty Indians can 
be found 
and 
punished

Athough in Genesis pod is repre- 
sented

as deliberately saving Noah 
in this tablet the respite of mankind 
is through the agency of one of the 
gods 
who informs Zingidda of his 
impending fate who thus is enabled
